This drastic 
drop has come in the face of the 
fact that automotive travel has in­ 
creased 
slightly 
in 
the 
same 
period. 
If the 20 percent reduction rate 
Can be maintained the rest of the 
year, the Council 
said, 
the 1938 
traffic toll will be approximately 
8,000 
below 
last 
year’s 
total 
of 39,500 and this year will go 
down as the most encouraging in 
the nation’s history from the traf­ 
fic safety viewpoint. 
A uniform 20 percent drop in 
fatalities means, the Council point­ 
ed out, that one out of every five 
persons doomed to die in traffic 
this year will be spared. 
Months Dangerous 
The nation-wide campaign be­ 
ing conducted by the council, and 
participated in by 32 other nation­ 
al organizations, is prompted by 
the fact 
that 
November traffic 
deaths totalled 3,750. The Decem- 
|>er toll was 3,730.

period the 
November toll was 20 percent and 
the December

greater than the year-long month­ 
ly average.

The reasons for this, council en­ 
gineers say, are bad weather, more 
hours of darkness and the Christ­ 
inas holiday rush. 
In only one other year since 
traffic fatality figures first were 
compiled nationally in 1906 has 
there been a reduction in the an­ 
nual toll, the council said. 
That 
was in 1932. 
The extent of the recent gains 
Is more impressive because of the 
fact that the period of unbroken

1937. 
The council is taking its nation­ 
wide campaign straight to police 
chiefs, motor vehicle adm inistra­ 
tors, and other public officials, to 
community safety council officials 
end safety contact men in thous­ 
ands of cities. 
President Sees Hope 
“This year, for the first time,” 
said 
D, D. Fennell, president of 
the National Safety Council, “we 
have a fine chance of effecting 
really 
substantial 
reductions in 
traffic fatalities. 
Everything de­ 
pends on this final two-month per­ 
iod—the period when normally we 
pile up huge death totals. 
‘‘Sleet, ice, snow and fog soon 
will make roads 
and 
highways 
doubly dangerous. 
Darkness coni­ 
es earlier. There is the Christmas 
rush. 
and

viviality, and the 
natural tend­ 
ency by police and traffice officers 
to be lenient because of the genial­ 
ity of the times. 
“This year, more than ever be­ 
fore, we must clamp down on care­ 
less drivers and pedestrians.

substantial drop in traffic deaths 
this year not only would be a fine 
achievement in itself, but would 
be a powerful stimulus to greater 
gains next year and in the years to 
come. 
‘‘Too many of us have felt that 
a steady increase in the traffic 
toll was inevitable.

Among the dictatorships I think 
Russia is the country toward which

another,

I t’s 
reported that he shortly is to go 
home in consequence.

LONDON, Nov. 4— (U P )— King 
George, in a m essa ge 
to 
parlia­ 
ment 
today 
praised 
President 
Roosevelt's action in the Czecho­ 
slovak crisis as a powerful aid to 
the cause of peace and ex pressed 
hope tha t with the passion of the 
crisis a new era might have been 
opened in Europe. 
The messa ge, in which the king 
prorogued or ended 
the 
present 
session of parliament in fa vor of 
the new session which sta rts nex t 
Tuesday , was read in the house of 
lords by the lord high chancellor, 
Lord Maugham, at a joint session. 
Tribute Voiced 
The king traced the solution of 
the Czechoslovak crisis 
and 
in 
pay ing tribute to President Roose­ 
velt for the m essa ges he sent to 
Adolf Hitler and Benito 
M usso­ 
lini urging 
a 
peaceful 
solution 
said: 
“ The cause of peace wa s power­ 
fully aided by the timely a ction of 
the President of the United Sta tes 
of America. 
“ The desire of all peoples not to 
be drawn into war with one a n­ 
other is manifest and significa nt, 
and every where men and women 
share with me, I am convinced, a 
feeling of deep thankfulness tha t 
the imminent 
peril 
wa s 
thus 
averted. 
“ I pray tha t w ith the pa ssing of 
this peril a new era 
may 
have 
opened for Europe.” 
The king mentioned the airplane 
flights of Prim e Minister Neville 
Chamberlain to Berchtesgaden and 
Godesberg, in Germany , to confer 
with Hitler “ in view of 
the 
in­ 
crea sing gra vity of the crisis.” Of 
the Godesberg visit September 22, 
he said: 
“ A t this sta ge the prospect 
of 
peaceful settlem ent seemed a lm ost 
to have vanished but a t the la st 
moment the prime minister made a 
proposal to the German cha ncel­ 
lor for a four power conference. 
“ Signor Mussolini gave valuable 
support to the suggestion.” 
Then, speaking of 
the 
settle­ 
ment which w'as reached a t Mun­ 
ich, the king said: 
“ The settlem ent thus arrived at 
w'as accepted with a dignity tha t 
has earned general admiration by 
the government and 
people 
of 
Czechoslovakia.” 
The king made his reference to 
the President at this point. 
In sta rting his messa ge, which 
was delivered in the form 
of 
a 
speech, the king spoke of the visit 
which he and 
Queen 
Elizabeth 
made to Pa ris la st J uly . 
“ Nothing could have more clea r­ 
ly demonstrated the strength of 
the bonds which so happily unite 
our two countries,” he said. 
He continued to speak 
of 
the 
Czechoslovak crisis, including the 
mobilization 
“ during 
this period 
of a nx iety ” of the British navy and 
of other measures. 
Calmness Observed 
“ I wa s proud to 
observe 
the 
ca lm ness and determination dis­ 
play ed by all my people,” he com­ 
mented. 
The king then referred to the 
governm ent’s decision to make ef­ 
fective the British-Italian 
friend­ 
ship agreement, as a prerequisite 
of which Great Britain will recog­ 
nize Ita ly 's conquest of Ethiopia. 
He ex pressed the cabinet’s confi­ 
dence tha t this action would fur­ 
ther strengthen “ the good rela ­ 
tions already 
ex isting 
between 
Ita ly and this country . 
Then the king went on to sa y 
tha t Britain took the lead a t the 
recent League of Nations annual 
a ssem bly "in providing for ex plicit 
recognition of the independent ex ­ 
istence of the league 
convenant 
apa rt from the treaties of pea ce” 
— tha t is, in removing the obliga ­ 
tion of lea gue members to join in 
enforcing the Versailles and other 
World W ar treaties.

LONDON, Nov. 4— (U P)—King 
George, in a message to 
parlia­ 
ment 
today 
praised 
President 
Roosevelt’s action in the Czecho­ 
slovak crisis as a powerful aid to 
the cause of peace and expressed 
hope that with the passion of the 
crisis a new era might have been 
opened in Europe. 
The message, in which the king 
prorogued or ended 
the 
present 
session of parliament in favor of 
the newr session wdiich starts next 
Tuesday, was read in the house of 
lords by the lord high chancellor, 
Lord Maugham, at a joint session. 
Tribute) Voiced 
The king traced the solution of 
the Czechoslovak crisis 
and 
in 
paying tribute to President Roose­ 
velt for the messages he sent to 
Adolf Hitler and Benito 
Musso­ 
lini urging 
a 
peaceful 
solution 
said: 
“The cause of peace was power­ 
fully aided by the timely action of 
the President of the United States 
of America, 
“The desire of all peoples not to 
be drawn into war with one an­ 
other is manifest and significant, 
and everywhere men and women 
share with me, I am convinced, a 
feeling of deep thankfulness that 
the imminent 
peril 
was 
thus 
averted. 
“I pray that with the passing of 
this peril a new era 
may 
have 
opened for Europe.’* 
.The king mentioned the airplane 
flights of Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain to Berchtesgaden and 
Godesberg, in Germany, to confer 
with Hitler “in view of 
the 
in­ 
creasing gravity of the crisis.” Of 
the Godesberg visit September 22, 
he said: 
“At this stage the prospect 
of 
peaceful settlement seemed almost 
to have vanished but at the last 
moment the prime minister made a 
proposal to the German chancel­ 
lor for a four power conference. 
“Signor Mussolini gave valuable 
support to the suggestion.” 
Then, speaking of 
the 
settle­ 
ment which was reached at Mun­ 
ich, the king said: 
“The settlement thus arrived at 
was accepted with a dignity that 
has earned general admiration by 
the government and 
people 
of 
Czechoslovakia.” 
The king made his reference to 
the President at this point. 
In starting his message, which 
was delivered in the form 
of 
a 
speech, the king spoke of the visit 
which he and 
Queen 
Elizabeth 
made to Paris last July. 
“Nothing could have more clear­ 
ly demonstrated the strength of 
the bonds which so happily unite 
our two countries,” he said. 
He continued to speak 
of 
the 
Czechoslovak crisis, including the 
mobilization 
“during 
this period 
of anxiety” of the British navy and 
of other measures. 
Calmness Observed 
“I was proud to 
observe 
the 
calmness and determination dis­ 
played by all my people,” he com­ 
mented. 
The king then referred to the 
government’s decision to make ef­ 
fective the British-Italian 
friend­ 
ship agreement, as a prerequisite 
of which Great Britain will recog­ 
nize Italy's conquest of Ethiopia. 
He expressed the cabinet’s confi­ 
dence that this action would fur­ 
ther strengthen “the good rela­ 
tions already 
existing 
between 
Italy and this country. 
Then the king went on to say 
that Britain took the lead at the 
recent League of Nations annual 
assembly “in providing for explicit 
recognition of the independent ex­ 
istence of the league 
convenant 
apart from the treaties of peace” 
—that is, in removing the obliga­ 
tion of league members to join in 
enforcing the Versailles and other 
World War treaties.
